THE RIGET MEN IN THE RIGET PLACES.

A round man in a square hole
will never fit or work easily in his
place, and a square man in a round
hole will be in the same awkward
position, Before any work of real
use is possible the place must fit the
man, and the man must fit the
place.

In the starting out of Rugby
quite a small host of round men
came from Old England, and tried to
fit themselves into square holes, and
some square men came from New
England, and attempted to fill out
round holes. What was the result ¢
Why, after a while the round and
square men found out their several
mistakes, and with many hard words
at their cruel fate, drifted off to
fresh scenes, to try again impossible
problems, until, learning from ex-
perience, they arrvive at their proper
earthly dispositions.

The Rugby colony has about got
down to hard pan in the matter of
settlars, and looking around us we
see only those who wean business,
mean to stay, and mean to succee |.
The right men are in the right
places. The right men must con-
tinue to come, though, or we shall
not have that success we have in-
augurated, increased. To bring the
right men here we must go about
the business in a right way. We
must bring the pioneer class, those
men who can go upon the ground
and clear it up for the men who will
follow and control it rather by brains
than mascle alone. There was just
a little too much culture in our early
days, and not enough agriculture.
This mistake -has been found out,
and too much ‘capital has been
found ouf to be a mistake, also. It
causes a man to depend too much
ugen other people's arms, and gives
him also the power of moving on
just when, if he had waited and
worked on a little harder, he was on
the point of success.

The Walden Ridge Coal and Iren
Company, of Ohio, have filed a
charter with the Secretary of State
to operate certain mining lands in
Tennessee.

TENNESSEE NEWS.

Ex-Treasurer Polk's bond has
been reduced to $50,000,

Suits are begun almost daily in
Chattanooga against defunct mar-
riage associations.

The mortality in Tennessee is said
to be greater during February than
in any other month.

A new soap factory, with acapacity
of 125,000 pounds per day, has been
started in Nashville.

The men who robbed the Birming-
ham, Ala,, post-office have been
captured at Nashville.

A national bank with a paid up
capital of 850,000 is soon to be
organized in Union City.

About four hundred persons are
more or less engaged in mining coal
on the line of the Cincinnati South-
ern railway.

The contracts for grading the
railroad from Lawrenceburg to the
Mauury county linehave been awarded
and work will begin at once.

There are in the State of Tennes-
sec more thun 800 insane people
outside of the lunatic asylam, and
witout proper care or medical treat-
ment,

Anderson Higgins has submitted,
at Nashville, to the charge of mur-
dering an old colored man named
Smith, and sentenced to the peni-
tentiary for life.

On Saturday evening, at Knox-
ville, two negroes, named Rice and

Newton, engaged in a desperate
stabbing fight, frightfully cutting
each other. Rice will'probably die.

Last Monday, while Judge Robt.
Cantrell was riding across the creek
on the ice, at Lebanon, his horse
slipped and fell on his left leg,
breaking both bones just above the
ankle.

The two year old daughter of
Philip Robb shot herself with a toy
pistol, in Edgefield, Iast week, while
an older sister was trying to take it
away from her; the ball went to
her brain, causing instantaneous
death.

The late State Commissioner of
Agriculture, Mines, etc., .says in
Knox county above $250,000 of
capital is employed in quarrying and
preparing marble for ghipment.
There are fourteen quurries in
operation.

Tennessee has entered suit in the
chancery court for the recovery of
$57,000 from the Merchant's Nas-
tional Bank of Nashville. All other
banks giving M. T. Puolk fillse
credit will be proceeded against in
the same manner.

There are at present four com-
panies in Tennessce engaged in
making iron, using coke as fuel.
The number of farnaces in the State
engaged in the manufacture of iron
is much smaller thun in former
years, but the aggregate production
is much larger. '

At Nashville, early on Sunday.
morning, & fire commenced in a
stable on Front street, and rapidly
spread until a large number of
buildings was destroyed: Loss
about $175,000.  Over forty horses °
were burned in Allen's stables.
Broad street, Market street and
Front street suffered most.

As a train on the C.SR.R., on
Wednesday, was passing through the
King's Mountain tunnel, an under- °
ground  stream ' burst, and broke
every paue of glass upon one side of
the ladies car. The passengars
were dvenclied to the skin, andone
gentleman who. thought the train
had gone through a bridge, dislo-
cated bis knee in jumping from his

soat.
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
